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GENERAL  ARMSTRONG  TALKS  TO  NINTH  DISTRICT

The  civilian  medical  profession  in  times  of  emergency  has  always  given 
the  Army  Medical  Department  loyal  support  and  the  fullest  cooperation, 

Brigadier  General  George  E*  Armstrong,  Deputy  Surgeon  General,  said  in  a  recent 
talk  "before  a  mooting  of  the  Ninth  District,  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
Association  at  Moorosvillc,  North  Carolina. 

’’The  heads  of  the  civilian  medical  institutions”,  Gonoral  Armstrong  said, 
’’which  in  the  past  have  sponsored  affiliated  units  of  the  Medical  Department 
have  "boon  contacted  and  invited  to  participate  in  the  Medical  Department 
program*  The  response  from  these  institutions  has  "been  enthusiastic  and 
indicates  the  loyal  and  wholehearted  support  of  the  civilian  medical  profession 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  military  ih  time  of  national  emergency.  Tho  organisa¬ 
tion  of  affiliated  medical  units  is  proceeding*  Within  your  homo  State  of 
North  Carolina  two  such  medical  units  are  scheduled  for  organization*  Thoy  arc 
the  65th  General  Hospital  which  was  sponsored  "by  Duke  University  at  Durham 
and  tho  38th  Evacuation  Hospital,  sponsored  "by  the  Charlotte  Memorial  Hospital 
at  Charlotte.” 

In  pointing  out  tho  advantages  of  a  career  for  doctors  in  tho  Regular 
Army,  Gonoral  Armstrong  said,  ”a  now  system  of  promotion  of  officers  "based  on 
morit  has  "boon  established*  Also,  there  has  been  legislated  a  bill  to  correct 
somewhat  tho  disparity  in  pay  which  exists  between  practitioners  in  tho  Amy 
and  those  in  civil  life*  This  provision  of  law  provides  for  compensation  of  tho 
Army  medical  officer  for  tho  cost  of  his  professional  education  and  loss  of 
earning  power  while  undergoing  professional  education,  through  tho  payment  of 
$100  a  month  additional  compensation  for  each  year  that  ho  servos  in  tho 
military  service,  up  to  thirty  years.  Thcso  measures  arc  designed  to  procure 
officers  for  the  Army  Medical  Department  by  making  a  career  in  the  military 
service  more  attractive.”

He  spoke  also  of  the  graduate  professional  education  program  which  is  in 
operation  in  nine  Army  general  hospitals  located  throughout  the  United  States 
and  with  hod  capacities  ranging  from  410  at  Army  and  Navy  General  Hospital  to 
3,661  at  Percy  Jones  General  Hospital.  With  one  or  two  exceptions  these 
hospitals  arc  located  in  the  vicinity  of  largo  medical  teaching  centers.  Por 
the  most  part  they  are  housed  in  largo  modern  buildings  which  arc  designed  as, 
or  adapted  to  the  needs  of  largo  hospital  operations.  Each  of  those  hospitals 
is  fully  equipped  with  modern  laboratory,  surgical,  radiological,  library  and 
other  typos  of  medical  equipment.  Modern  teaching  aids  arc  also  provided. 

All  of  those  hospitals  operate  under  the  direct  control  of  The  Surgeon 
General;  hence  they  arc  frequently  inspected  and  deficiencies  thus  disclosed 
are  speedily  overcome. 

M In  the  field  of  research" ,  the  General  said,  M the  Array  Medical  Department 
is  actively  investigating  those  problems  which  caused  significant  manpower 
losses  during  the  past  war,  as  well  as  now  problems  that  arc  expected  to  bo 
important  in  the  future.  In  general,  those  jjroblcms  are  not  ones  that  are 
encountered  to  a  major  degree  in  civil  life.  They  arc} 

1.  Physical  and  mental  standards  for  the  most  efficient  uso  of  manpower. 

2.  The  prevention  of  radiation  injury  and  the  care  of  casualties  due  to 
fission  products,  such  as  those  from  the  atomic  bomb. 

3.  Living  and  working  under  conditions  of  extreme  cold. 

4.  The  prevention  of  cold  casualties. 

5.  The  evacuation  and  medical  and  surgical  care  of  sick  and  injured 
under  conditions  of  extromo  cold. 

6.  Preventive  medicine  and  nodical  practice  in  disaster  relief. 

7.  Traumatic  surgery,  including  first  aid,  resuscitation,  operative 
■and  postoperative  care,  and  rehabilitation  as  it  applies  in  war. 

8.  Preventive  psychiatric  and  psychological  problems  required  for 
prevention  of  psychiatric  casualties  in  war. 

9.  Control  of  infections  and  parasitic  diseases,  as  required  with 
troops  and  displaced  populations  in  war. 

10.  Nutrition  problems  of  the  severely  injured  and  infected. 

11.  Nutrition  problems  in  handling  displaced  persons  who  have  under¬ 
gone  starvation,  or  where  inadequate  food  is  available  to  meet 
avo rage  re  qui ronent s , 

These  and  many  other  problems  will  bo  cither  not  investigated  at  all  by 
the  civilian  medical  profession  or  they  will  be  studied  only  partially. 
Therefore,  the  armed  forces  must  anticipate  those  national  requirements  and 
undertake  to  provide  answers  j)rior  to  the  need  for  this  information  during 
periods  of  national  emergency. n

GENERAL  ARMSTRONG  DISCUSSES  CENTRAL  THERAPEUTIC  AGENTS 1  BOARD 

A  Central  Therapeutic  .Agents'  Board  has  boon  appointed  in  the  Office  of 
The  Surgeon  General  with  a  view  to  improving  and  standardizing  operations, 
processes,  and  methods  used  by  Army  hospitals  in  applying  tho  principles  of 
theoretical  pharmacy,  Brigadier  General  George  33.  Armstrong,  Tho  Deputy  Surgeon 
General,  announced  in  a  recent  talk  givon  before  tho  Convention  of  Tho 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  at  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin. 

"Particular  attention" ,  General  Armstrong  said,  "will  be  given  to  the 
establishment  of  policies  on  the  supply  of  non-standard  agents  for  use  in 
treating  all  patients.  Recommendations  of  this  Board  will  be  prepared  in 
directive  form  for  Array  hospitals  for  information  and  guidance.  The  Board  will 
consist  of  the  Chairman,  Medical  Research  and  Development  Board  who  will  act  as 
chairman,  and  the  Chiefs  of  tho  Medical  and  Surgical  Consultants  Divisions,  tho 
Chief  of  tho  Hospital  Division,  the  Chief  of  tho  Supply  Division,  and  a 
pharmacist  member  of  Tho  Surgeon  Go n oral 1 s  Office,  or  duly  authorized  repre¬ 
sentatives.  In  lino  with  this  commanding  officers  of  general  hospitals  have 
boon  directed  to  appoint  therapeutic  agents'  boards  in  their  hospitals  for  tho 
purpose  of  making  recommendations  relative  to  tho  local  purchase  of  non¬ 
standard  items,  including  biological s,  to  bo  used  by  tho  hospitals.  Each 
board  will  consist  of  not  loss  than  three  officers,  including  tho  chiefs  of 
medical  and  surgical  services,  and  an  officer  of  the  Medical  Service  Corps  who 
is  a  registered  pharmacist, " 

General  Armstrong  told  tho  delegates  to  this  convention  that  tho 
commanding  officer  of  oach  hospital  has  boon  directed  to  appoint  a  Medical 
Service  Corps  officer  who  is  a  registered  pharmacist  to  be  tho  officer  in 
charge  of  tho  hospital  pharmacy.  The  surgeons  of  all  oversea  theaters  p,nd 
armies  in  the  zone  of  interior  have  boon  directed  to  appoint  a  registered 
pharmacist  as  officor  in  chargo  of  the  various  hospital  pharmacies  within  their 
commands  in  accordance  with  their  availability  in  tho  theaters  and  in  the 
armies.

In  stressing  tho  importance  of  the  Ho servo  program  General  Armstrong 
said,  "that  in  tho  future,  as  in  the  pn,st,  the  Medical  Service  Corps  Reserve 
will  he  a  most  important  source  of  trained  and  skilled  officers  to  assist  the 
Medical  Department  in  carrying  out  its  mission.  No  ceiling  exists  on  the 
number  of  officers  who  may  he  commissioned  in  the  Reserve  Corps  under  tho 
national  Defense  Act.  Approximately  12,000  officers  now  hold  Reserve 
commissions  in  the  Medical  Service  Corps.  Obviously,  the  Medical  Department  of 
the  Army  must  he  ready  to  function  at  all  times.  If  we  arc  unable  to  obtain  a 
sufficient  number  of  pharmacists  from  civilian  sources,  it  will,  of  course,  be 
necessary  for  us  to  develop  our  own  personnel.  It  is  in  this  phaso  of  the 
development  of  tho  Medical  Service  Corps  that  particularly  require  the 
cooperation  of  the  pharmaceutical  organisations  and  educational  institutions. 

It  is  tho  hope  of  the  Army  that  this  group  of  young  men  will  make  tho  Medical 
Service  Corps  Reserve  something  in  whi ch  tho  Army  and  tho  profession  of 
pharmacy  will  take  pride,  He  expect  that  as  many  as  possible  of  your  pharmacy 
graduates  will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity.  It  is  anticipated  that 
several  hundred  pharmacy  students  will  be  commissioned  in  tho  Reserve  component 
each  year.  The  number  of  Reserve  officers  who  get  active  duty  training  each 
year  is  limited  by  tho  amount  of  funds  made  available  by  Congress,  however, 
by  correspondence  work,  mootings,  and  occasion'1!  active  duty  periods,  such 
officers  can  keep  their  Reserve  commissions  in  can  active  status," 

Mention  was  also  nadc  of  tho  Laboratory  and  the  Shop  Branch  of  tho 
Engineering  Development  Division,  Amy-Ravy  Medical  Procurement  Office  which 
is  located  at  Carlisle  Barracks,  Pennsylvania.  Tho  principal  functions  of 
this  organization  are  mainly  tho  development  of  now  items  for  use  by  the  Amy 
and  navy  Medical  Departments  and  modifications  and  improvements  of  those  itoms 
which  are  already  standard.  This  laboratory  is  equipped  with  the  necessary 
equipment  to  permit  working  with  all  types  of  metals  and  wood.  In  tho  develop¬ 
ment  of  now  itoms,  this  laboratory  effocts  the  engineering  design  and  physical 
development  of  such  articles  in  its  shops  and/or  in  coordination  with  industry. 
Hero  again  pharmacists  arc  an  integral  part  of  tho  future  of  tho  Amy. 

Tho  cohtributions  made  by  pharmacists  in  the  past  and  the  importance  of 
tho  role  they  will  play  in  tho  future  of  tho  Amy  Medical  Department  were 
emphasized  in  this  talk. 

COLONEL  GORIU?  MEW  CHIDE  MEDICAL  SERVICE  CORPS 

Lt.  Col.  Othnar  P,  Goriup,  Chief  of  the  Allotment  and  Requirement  Branch 
of  tho  Medical  Borsonnol  Division  in  the  Office  of  tho  Air  Surgeon,  has  boon 
appointed  tho  first  Chief  of  the  recently  created  Medical  Service  Corps  of  tho 
Amy  Modical  Department  with  the  rank  of  full  Colonel,  Brig.  General  George  E. 
Armstrong,  acting  Surgeon  General,  announced  recently. 
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COLONEL  GORIUP  33J  CHIEF  MEDICAL  SERVICE  CORPS  (Continued) 

The  Medical  Service  Corps,  which  was  established  by  the  last  Congress, 
for  the  first  time  will  include  commissioned  specialists  in  scores  of  fields 
now  closely  allied  to  medicine,  such  as  optometrists,  bacteriologists, 
entomologists,  psychologists,  sanitary  engineers,  pharmacists,  chemists  and 
electronics  exports. 

The  hedical  Service  Corps  Division  has  boon  established  in  tho  Office  of 
The  Surgeon  General  with  Colonel  Goriup  as  Chief, 

In  referring  to  the  outstanding  qualifications  Col,  Goriup  has  for  tho 
new  Medical  Service  Corps  post,  General  Armstrong  cited  the  distinguished 
record  Col,  Goriup  made  during  tho  war  in  Air  Transport  Command.  Last  March 

ho  was  awarded  tho  Legion  of  Merit  for  his  exceptional  services  in  assisting 

in  the  development  of  the  program  for  air  evacuation  of  tho  woundod  and  for 

improvement  of  the  medical  service  of  tho  Air  Transport  Command. 

Since  August  1946  Col.  Goriup  has  occupied  his  present  position  of  Chief 
of  the  Allotment  and  Procurement  Branch  in  tho  Office  of  tho  Air  Surgeon, 

Prom  June  1942  until  October  1945  ho  was  Chief,  Supply  and  Operations  Division 
and  Administrative  Assistant  in  the  Office  of  the  Surgeon,  Headquarters,  Army 
Transport  Command,  Washington,  D,  C.  Prom  March  1941  to  Juno  1942  he  was 
Administrative  Officer  at  the  Station  Hospital  at  Langley  Piold,  Virginia, 

Col.  Goriup,  who  is  42  years  old,  was  graduated  from  tho  University  of 
Pittsburgh  in  1929  with  a  PhG  degree  and  from  St.  Bonaventuro  in  1939  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  He  is  a  member  of  tho  nmorican  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  American  Chemical  Society,  American  Society  of  Hospital  Pharmacists, 
Kappa  Psi,  pharmaceutical  fraternity,  and  a  follow  of  the  American  College  of 
Apothecaries.

JO IHT  AMT-HOT  MEDICAL  SUPPLY  CATALOGUE  ISSUED 

The  first  Joint  Army-Navy  Catalogue  of  medical  materiel,  an  important 
milestone  in  the  logistics  of  military  medicine,  today  is  a  tangible  reality. 

The  thick  volume,  effective  as  of  October  1,  1947,  has  boon  he,ilod  by  tnc 
Secretary  of  Defense  and  tho  Surgeons  General  of  tho  Army  and  tho  Navy  as  an 
invaluable  instrument  of  heightened  efficiency  and  economy.  It  supersedes  the 
separate  Army  and  Navy  medical  supply  catalogues  which  have  boon  in  use 
heretofore. 
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JOIHT  ARMY-HAF/  MEDICAL  SUPPLY  CATALOGUE  ISSUED  (Continuod) 


Every  Array  and  Davy  medical  and  hospital  facility  will  have  a  copy  of 
the  now  catalogue  when  distribution  is  completed.  Prepared  in  a  way  to 
facilitate  incorporation  of  changes  and  additions  as  they  are  made,  the  hook 
is  contained  in  a  hinder# 

The  7,823  items  listed  range  from  penny-class  expendables,  such  as 
tongue  depressors  and  dental  burs,  to  therapeutic  X-ray  units  in  the  $10,000 
field.  Items  are  divided,  by  types,  into  14  classes. 

There  are  5,026  JAU  items;  that  is,  items  which  are  adaptable  for  both 
Army  and  navy  use.  In  addition,  there  are  1,581  Army-only  and  373  Havy-only 
entries.  The  remainder  of  the  listings  are  on  "limited  service"  supply,  which 
means  that  their  procurement  and  allocation  arc  in  process  of  gradual 
discontinuance.  In  this  category,  429  are  Army-only,  327  Ha vy- only  and  87  in 
joint  use. 

The  catalogue’s  index  and  cross-index  make  it  a  matter  of  only  a  few 
moments  attention  to  locate  an  article  by  its  name  or  number#  Army  and  Havy 
conversion  tables  also  have  boon  rjrovidcd,  showing  the  new  numbers  given  to 
items  listed  in  the  old  Army,  and  Havy  nodical  supply  catalogues. 

In  recognition  of  the  simplified  thoroughness  of  the  now  catalogue,  the 
U,  S.  Public  Health  Service  and  the  Veterans  Administration  have  indicated  that 
they  will  adopt  a  similar  style  in  their  future  catalogues.  The  ultimate  result 
nay  bo  a  single  Podcral  nodical  supply  catalogue  with  x^rovision  nado  for 
special  designation  of  these  items  utilized  by  only  one  Service,  comparable  to 
the  Amy-only  and  Havy- only  listings  in  the  prosont  volume. 

Since  preparation  of  the  now  catalogue,  whoso  first  printing  is  16,000 
copies,  was  begun  in  1945,  it  may  be  said  to  bo  a  trail-blazer  in  the  Arny-Havy 
unification  plan  enacted  two  years  later  by  Congress  and  approved  by  President 
Truman.  The  herculean  task  of  composing  the  book  was  launched  under  former 
Surgeons  General  Homan  T,  Kirk  of  the  U.  S,  Amy  and  Ross  T.  Mclntiro  of  tho 
U.  S.  Havy,  and  their  re spectivo  chiefs  of  supply,  Brig.  Gon.  Edward  Reynolds 
and  Rear  Admiral  E.  C.  Molhorn. 

It  was  completed  under  tho  supervision  of  their  successors,  Surgeons 
General  Raymond  W.  Bliss  and  Clifford  A.  Swanson,  and  tho  present  chiefs  of 
nodical  supioly,  Colonel  S.  3.  Hays  (MC)  USA,  and  Captain  L.  G.  Jordan  (MC)  USH. 
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MEDICAL  ASPECTS  OP  ATOMIC  EXPLOSION 


It  is  planned  that  a  third  class  in  the  course  in  Medical  Aspects  of 
Atomic  Explosion  will  he  conducted  at  the  Array  Medical  Department  Research  and 
Graduate  School,  Army  Medical  Center,  Washington,  D.C,  beginning  3  November 
1947.  This  is  a  5-day  course  and  its  purpose  is  to  orient  medical  officers  of 
the  Army,  Air  Force,  Navy  and  Public  Health  Service  and  doctors  of  the  Veterans 
Administration  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  this  subject. 

Two  classes  in  this  course  were  conducted  previously  in  May  and  Soptombor 
of  this  year  and  were  enthusiastically  accepted.  The  course  includes  basic 
information  which  is  considered  the  minimum  essential  for  all  doctors  of  the 
above  services.  Therefore,  it  is  plannod  to  repeat  the  course  each  month  until 
the  majority  of  the  doctors  have  been  indoctrinated  in  this  subject. 

OPTOMETRIC  ADVISER  TO  THE  SURGEON  GENERAL  APPOINTED 

Brig.  General  George  E.  Armstrong,  Deputy  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army, 
who  is  acting  in  the  absence  of  Maj.  General  Raymond  W.  Bliss,  the  Surgeon 
General,  now  on  an  extended  inspection  trip  in  the  Pacific,  announced  recently 
that  Dr.  Harry  Ward  Ewalt,  Jr,,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  has  boon  appointed 
as  Optomotric  Advisor  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army. 

This  appointment  was  made  as  part  of  the  Array's  program  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  Medical  Service  Corps  Act  signed  by  President  Truman  last 
month,  which  provides  for  the  commissioning  of  optometrists  in  the  regular 
Army.  The  primary  purpose  of  a  consultant  will  be  to  advise  The  Surgeon  General 
on  the  formulation  of  sound  policies  in  all  phases  of  optometry  to  the  end 
that  the  optometry  standards  of  tho  Amy  arc  maintained  at  the  highest  possible 
professional  plans. 

Dr.  Ewalt  graduated  from  the  School  of  Optometry  at  Ohio  State  University 
in  1929  and  did  graduate  work  at  the  Eyo  Institute  of  the  Dartmouth  Medical 
School. 

Since  1939  ho  has  been  a  member  of  the  Council  on  Education  and 
Professional  Guidance  of  the  American  Optomotric  Association,  and  since  1945 
has  boon  Chairman  of  the  Council,  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Interprofessional  Relations  of  that  Association  and  is  a  past  President  of  tho 
Pittsburgh  and  Pennsylvania  Optomotric  Association. 

He  served  as  an  instructor  at  Pennsylvania  State  College  during  tho 
summers  of  1943-44;  is  tho  author  of  numerous  scientific  papers  and  monographs; 
and  has  lectured  on  visual  training  techniques  before  various  Optomotric 
Congresses  in  tho  United  States  and  Canada. 
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COLONEL  STANDLEE  MADS  DEPUTY  SOU  PLANS,  SGO 


Colonel  Earle  Standlee,  MC,  U.  S.  Army,  has  assumed  the  duties  of  Deputy 
for  Plans,  Office  of  The  Surgeon  C-eneral,  succeeding  Brigadier  General  Guy 
B,  Denit  who  recently  Became  Surgeon  of  the  Pirst  Army  Area  according  to  a 
recent  announcement  By  Acting  Surgeon  General  George  E.  Armstrong. 

As  Deputy  for  Plans,  Colonel  Standlee  is  responsiBle  for  coordinating 
planning  of  all  phases  of  Medical  Department  operations,  including  long-range 
planning  and  the  development  of  mobilization  and  training  criteria  for  Medical 
Department  units. 

A  native  of  Stephenville,  Texas,  Colonel  Standlee  received  his  pre-medical 
and  medical  education  at  Baylor  University,  Being  awarded  his  AB  degree  in  1920 
and  his  MD  degree  in  1925.  He  received  his  MBA  degree  from  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration  in  1941.  He  entered  the  Army 
Medical  Corps  shortly  after  graduation  from  medical  school. 

His  tours  of  duty  in  the  Army  have  included  the  Army  Medical  School,  the 
Medical  Pield  Service  School,  and  the  Army  Industrial  College.  He  served  in 
the  Philippine  Islands  from  1928  to  1930,  the  New  York  Port  of  Embarkation 
from  1932  until  his  assignment  to  the  Supply  Division,  Office  of  The  Surgeon 
General  in  1934.  During  1941  he  was  assigned  to  General  Headquarters,  U.  S. 
Army,  Army  Uar  College.  Prom  1942  to  1945  he  served  as  United  States  Deputy 
Surgeon,  Allied  Porce  Headquarters  in  the  Mediterranean  Theater.

EE  CALL  QUOTA  POE  WOMEN'S  MEDICAL  SPECIALIST  CORPS  ESTABLISHED 


In  accordance  with  authority  recently  granted  By  the  Department  of  the 
Army,  a  recall  quota  for  officers  in  the  Women's  Medical  Specialist  Corps  has 
Been  established. 

Dietitians  and  Physical  Therapists  who  served  honorably  during  World  War  II 
and  who  are  now  on  inactive  status  may  request  extended  active  duty  in  the 
Army  United  States.  Officers  will  Be  recalled  to  active  duty  in  the  grade  held 
prior  to  reporting  to  a  Separation  Center.  Individuals  desiring  to  apply  for 
extended  active  duty  must  make  application  in  writing  and  must  meet  the 
following  requirements:

ARMY  PSRSOHEEL  TO  RECEIVE  PLU  VACCINE 

Army  personnel  will  bo  vaccinated  against  influenza  during  the  fall  of 
1947  according  to  Department  of  the  Army  Circular  Ho.  4  dated  22  September  1947. 
Vaccination  of  all  military  personnel  will  begin  during  October  end  those 
entering  the  service  prior  to  1  April  1948  will  receive  influenza  vaccine  along 
with  their  initial  immunizations.  Precautions  will  be  taken  to  avoid  admin¬ 
istering  influenza  vaccine  to  persons  having  a  history  of  egg  allergy. 

Suspected  outbreaks  of  the  disease  occurring  in  a  military  installation  or 
command  will  bo  immediately  reported  to  The  Surgeon  General.  Laboratory  tests 
will  bo  made  in  the  field  on  early  representative  cases  to  establish  outbreaks. 
In  addition  to  the  A  and  B  viruses  the  vaccine  contains  an  A-va riant  cultured 
from  the  distinctive  typo  of  influenza  that  occurred  at  Port  Monmouth,  E.  J, , 
last  season.  Inasmuch  as  a  now  strain  was  isolated  last  year,  it  is  possible 
that  other  new  strains  nay  be  demonstrated  this  year.  The  Amy  is  on  a  lookout 
for  any  new  strains  that  may  occur.

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UNIVERSITY  OF  TEXAS  SPONSORS  FIRST 
MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT  AFFILIATED  UNIT 


The  University  of  Texas  is  the  first  institution  to  "become  a  member  of 
the  Amy  Medical  Department's  Post-war  Affiliation  Program,  Brig,  General 
George  E,  Armstrong,  Deputy  Surgeon  General,  announced  recently. 

Additional  units,  both  general  and  evacuation  hospitals,  from  other 
leading  medical  schools  and  hospitals  throughout  the  country  will  bo  activated 
this  year. 

The  professional  members  of  these  now  hospital  units  will  be  drawn  from 
the  faculties  and  staffs  of  the  medical  schools  and  hospitals  which  sponsor 
them.  The  personnel  will  be  trained  in  Army  methods  and  procedures  so  that  in 
the  event  of  mobilization  these  units  will  be  prepared  to  take  the  field  with 
the  minimum  of  delay. 

In  World  'far  II  there  wore  7.3  affiliated  units,  comprising  general, 
evacuation,  and  portable  surgical  hospitals,  which  wore  brought  into  the 
service.  These  affiliated  units  made  an  important  contribution  to  the  high 
standards  of  medical  care  given  by  the  Medical  Department  during  the  war. 

The  Medical  Branch  of  the  University  of  Texas  sponsored  a  general 
hospital  -  the  I27th-in  World  War  II  from  October  1943  to  September  1945,  The 
127th  General  Hospital  performed  outstanding  service  in  the  European  Theater 
of  Operations, 

The  school  has  agreed  to  sponsor  a  1,000  bod  general  hospital  in  this  post¬ 
war  program.

The  importance  of  improved,  supervisory  techniques  in  hospital  administration 
was  the  subject  of  a  talk  recently  given  "by  Mr*  C,  R.  Uphoff ,  Chief,  Civilian 
Personnel  Division  before  the  Annual  Mooting  of  Tho  American  Hosjutal 
Association  in  St.  Louis. 

n Hospital  management" ,  Mr,  TJphoff  said,  11  is  becoming  more  and  more  aware 
of  tho  importance  of  tho  supervisory  position  and  is  carefully  studying  the 
experiences  of  industrial  organisations  with  a  view  to  adapting  many  of  tho 
improved  supervisory  techniques  to  the  hospital  situation.  Administrators  are 
striving  to  improve,  specifically,  the  selection  and  training  of  supervisors 
in  their  organizations. 

11  In  tho  selective  process  prediction  of  success  is  made  by  identifying 
tho  presence  of  or  potential  existence  of  25  or  50  characteristics,  traits,  or 
abilities.  This  is  accomplished  by  securing  identifying  information  in  four 
definite  steps.  Previous  general  practice  has  boon  to  consider  only  experience 
in  a  subject  matter  field,  merit  rating,  or  test  results.  How,  extensive 
studies  have  indicated  that  if  a  patterned  interview  is  given  after  all  personal 
information  is  studied,  and  combined  wi th  the  results  of  a  preliminary  interview 
and  tost  results,  tho  task  of  selecting  supervisors  can  bo  successfully 
accomplished, " 

Mr.  Uphoff  discussed  tho  characteristics  that  constitute  a  criterion  for 
selection  of  supervisors  including  decisiveness,  personality,  integrity, 
sincerity,  loyalty,  tact,  self-control,  and  tho  ability  to  judge  human 
capacities.

REGULATIONS  POR  ISSUE  OP  ORTHOPEDIC 
FOOTWEAR  TO  ARMY  PERSONNEL  AND  VETERANS 


New  regulations  governing  the  requisitioning  and  supply  of  orthopedic 
footwear  to  Army  personnel  on  active  duty  who  have  foot  injuries,  deformities  or 
disabilities  requiring  the  wearing  of  such  footwear,  and  the  supply  of  such 
footwear  through  the  Veterans  Administration  to  eligible  veterans  of  all  the 
U.  S,  armed  forces  recently  have  been  issued  by  the  Quartermaster  Corps, 
Department  of  the  Army  in  Army  Regulations  No.  30-3050, 

The  Department  of  the  Army  and  Veterans  Administration  have  entered  into 
an  agreement  under  which  the  Veterans  Administration  will  operate  several  cast¬ 
making  units  formerly  operated  by  the  Army.  Such  units  will  be  available  for 
processing  both  Army  personnel  and  eligible  veterans.  All  will  be  under 
technical  control  of  the  Quartermaster  General. 

Orthopedic  cast-making  units  now  are  located  at  the  following  places:  Army 
Orthopedic  Footwear  Clinic,  Boston  Army  Base,  Boston,  Mass,;  Walter  Reed  General

Casts  and 
other  pertinent  data  then  will  he  sent  to  the  Amy  Orthopedic  Footwear  Clinic, 
Boston  Amy  Base,  where  the  shoes  will  ho  manufactured  and  shipped  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  hospital,  or  station,  or  the  manager  of  the  Veterans 
Administration  regional  office  initiating  the  requisition.  The  shoos  then 
will  he  test-fitted  and  minor  adjustments  made  locally,  those  being  recorded

Amy  personnel  will  ho  issued  orthopedic  shoes  upon  granting  of  a  medical 
certificate  of  nocossity.  Veterans  of  the  armed  scrvicos  eligible  for 
orthopedic  shoes  because  of  service- connected  disabilities  or  injuries  of  the 
foot  should  file  application  with  tho  manager  of  the  Veterans  Administration 
regional  office  or  center  having  jurisdiction  over  tho  geographical  area  in 
which  they  arc  located.

A  subcommittee 
composed  of  Major  General  J.  S.  K.  3 '-yd,  RAHC,  Dr.  P,  Kauf fnann.  State  Serum 
Institute,  Copenhagen  and  Major  Carlquist  will  prepare  a  report  on  the  genus 
Shigella.

Major  Thomas  0.  Jones,  7. 0. ,  on  duty  at  the  Jinny  Institute  of  Pathology, 
Washington,  D.  C. ,  presented  a  paper  entitled  '’Registry  of  Veterinary  Pathology1’ 
at  the  meeting  of  the  4th  International  Cancer  Research  Congress,  which  met  in 
St.  Louis,  Ho.,  recently. 

Major  Jones  stressed  the  value  of  studying  diseases  in  lower  animals  in 
order  to  get  clues  to  the  solution  of  disease  problems  in  man  and  to  provide 
an  exchange  of  ideas  and  material  between  medical  and  veterinary  pathologists. 

The  Registry  of  Veterinary  Pathology  was  established  in  1944  at  the  Army 
Institute  of  Pathology.  This  is  one  of  the  component  units  of  the  American 
Registry  of  Pathology  under  the  auspices  of  the  Rational  Research  Council,  The 
direct  sponsorship  and  financial  support  of  this  registry  were  undertaken  by 
the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association. 

This  registry  provides  a  specialized  index  to  the  files  of  the  Army 
Institute  of  Pathology  which  includes  many  examples  of  naturally  acquired  and 
experimentally  induced  infectious,  neoplastic,  and  degenerative  diseases 
affecting'  animals. 

This  activity  is  particularly  suited  for  tho  collection  and  registration 
of  tumor  cases.  Approximately  44  per  cent  of  tho  accessions  in  this  registry 
aro  neoplastic  cases,  and  new  unroportod  types  of  cancer  in  animals  arc  being 
revealed. 

It  is  believed  that  much  information  yet  remains  t;o  bo  disclosed 
concerning  animal  tumors,  the  unique  nature  of  which  nay  shod  some  light  on  the 
cancer  problem.  This  central  collection  for  tho  recognition  and  study  of 
malignant  tumors  is  a  significant  stop  toward  the  more  thorough  understanding 
of  neoplastic  disease, 

3UR0ERAK  C0M11ARD  PSUROPSYCKOPATEIC  SITIATIOK  STUDIED 

Dr.  Pranklin  G.  Rbaugh,  professor  of  psychiatry  at  tho  University  of  Denver 
and  Dr.  William  H.  Inverts,  of  tho  staff  of  tho  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Row 
York  City,  consultants  to  tho  Amy  Surgeon  General  and  former  Army  neuro~ 
psychiatrists,  recently, toured  the  U.  S,  Zones  of  Germany  and  Austria  to 
survey  the  system  used  in  U.  S.  Army  hospitals  iii  the  Suropean  Command  for 
handling  neuropsychopathic  cases. 

After  conferring  with  Brigadier  General  Bdward  a.  Koyes,  UUCOM  Chief 
Surgeon,  Dr.  Bbaugii  and  Dr.  Bverts  observed  techniques  in  neuropsychiatry  in 
hospitals  in  that  area.  Their  tour  included  hospitals  in  Wiesbaden,  Kurnborg, 
Munich,  and  Vienna.  Studies  wore  made  in  the  possibilities  of  expanding 
ncuropsychiatric  training  for  young  BUCOM  doctors  and  evaluation  was  made  of 
present  management  of  ncuropsychiatric  cases.  They  also  investigated  Gorman 
and  Austrian  practice  and  teaching  in  neuropsychiatry.
